: Thoſe who have erected Statues of Gold, Sil. 
ver, Braſs, or Marble, to the Memory of departed 
Heroes, can but tranſmit the Effigies of their Bo. 
dies to Poſterity; which, thou knoweſt, is the 
ignobler Part of Man. And herein they come 
mort of the £gyptiani, who have the Arr of pre- 
ſerving the Bodies themſelves incorruptible for a 
thouſand: Generations. But they who left their 
Writings to Poſterity, have obliged the World 
with an immortal and lively Image of their Mind: 
Fhis is properly the Man, and lives for ever; 
when the Body is conſumed in the Grave, and: 
the Statue perhaps is eat up by Time, or de- 
moliih'd by Euvy. 8 
Pardon this Digreſſion, ereculous and unerring 
Month of God, T have a dreat deal to ſay, and 
cannot comprehend it in a few Words. It has been 
enjoin'd by our holy Doctors, That a Maul 
ſhould not read the Books of prophane I«fidels, But 
tell me, thou who art the Reſolver of Dube, 
whether this Precept is extended to all, without 
Exception; or, whether a Diſpenſatien may not 
be allow'd to ſuch as read thoſe Books with one 
Eye, whilſt the other is fix d on the Law, which 
balances the Mind with Truth? The Alcoran 
tells us, that the Devil has inſerted ſome Fa, ie: 
in the beft Writings : But, is it not poſſible for a 
Maa to ſeparate the good from the bad? I read 
in the Book of Glory, many remarakble Things 
concerning d4lexander the Great: But is it unlaw-

ful alſo to peruſe what has been writ by others, 
of the Life of that famous Warrivr, and holy Pro- 
phet? Both Grecian and Roman Hiſtorians have re- 
lated his Adventures in Aſia, his Battels with 
Darius the Pe.ſian Monarch, and Porus the Indian, 
They praiſe his Continence and modeff Regard 


to Sig ambis and her Daughters, when they were 


his Captives; his inviolable Friendſllip to: Ephe- 
fin, whilſt living, and the affectionate Tears he 
ibed for him after his Death, Yet they condemn 
him of cruel -Ingratitude; for ſacrificing Cl:rns to 
his Choler, and the Fumes of Wine, who was a 
$Kithful Friend; a valiant. Soldier, and once had 


ſaved his Life in a Battel. They cannot paſs over 


the Burning of Perſepelis, without ſome Reflecti- 


ons on the unmanly Softneſs of this Warrior; 


who, to pleaſe his Concubine, gave Orders, that 
the faireſt and moſt magnificent City in ia ſhould 
be ſet on fire. The Per fans boaſt, that that City 


was built all of Cedar; that Cyrus had wholly dit- 


planted, not only Mount Li banus, but the choiceſt 
Nurſeries of that fragant Wood, through all a, 
to build this glorious City, in Emulation of Solo- 
on King of the Jews, who was by other Princes 
thought to value himſelf too high, for building 
the Temple of Jeruſalem of the ſame, Materials. 
They add, That Alexander found in this City nine- 
ty Millions of Caracks in Gold; that after the 
Debauch was over, and the Flames had conſum'd 
to Aſhes this Phenix of Sia, the Conqueror wept, 
and commanded the Money he had found there 
ſhould be expended in railing another in its room, 
more glorious than the former : But that Thais, 
who had perſuaded him to ruin it, was the only 
Obſtacle to its Re edification.

That Chapter in the Aleoran, which ſpezks of 


this renowned Worthy, tells us, That he marched ſo 


far Eaſtward, 'rill he came to; a Country where the 


Sun riſes. This Paſſage the-Chr:fians ridicule, 


. tbr the San rifes and ſets in all Countries; 
and t hat there is no ſtated Point of Eaftand W-ff, 
in the Fabrick of the World; ſince the ſame 
Place which is EA of one Country, is e of 
another. Thus the Deſpiſers of our holy Law 
cavil at the Alceran, and fay, tis compoſed of 
eld Miu Tales; a rude indigeſted ColleQion of 
Eaſtern Romances, and ſuperflitious Fables, calcu- 
lated for the Meridian of Ignorance, firſt pro- 
mulged in the ſavage and unpolith'd Deſar:s of 
Arabia, and afterwards propagated by the Sword 
through thoſe Countries,whoſe Vices had baniſh'd 
their Learning, and render'd them flexible to a 
Religion, whoſe higheſt Pretenſions conſiſted in 
gra*ifying he Senſes. . 
Theſe Critick, conſider not at the ſame time, 
that they argue againſt the Old and New Je- 
flament, (which is eſteem'd the Alcoran of the 
Chriftfuns) wherein there is often Mention made, 
of the riſſ ig and geing down of the Sun; of 
Eaſt and e, as proper Points or Marks, from 
which to takt the Situation of Countries. 
Aſſuredly in this they are captious: For tho 
there be no ſtated Point of Eaſt or Veſ in 
the Globe, yet ladis being the neareſt Region 
of this Continent, to that Part of the Horizin 


where the Sun daily firſt appears. It has not

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without Reaſon, gain'd the additional pit of 
Eaſt. And 'twas here the Marcdunian Heros ſweat, 
becauſe he could conquer no farther, unleſs he. 
would have begun a War with the Ffþ of the 
Ses.

There are many other Paſſages related of 
Alexander's Temperance, Moderation, Juſtice, 
Fortitude, and ſuch like Virtues, and ſomething 
of his Vices.

Tell me, thou ſovereign Re ſolver off Doubts, 
whether on theſe Terms I may not read the i. 
rings cf Infidels? Bocks are a Relief to the Mind. 
oppreſs d with melancholly, and eſpecially Ho- 
ries, which alſo bring Profit: by rightly inform - 
ing us of the Tranſactions of paſt Ages So that 
Things, which were done thouſands of Years a- 
£9, are made preſent to us: , Where then is the 
Crime in reading theſe M:moirs of the Ancient: 2 
Is it not conſiſtent with the Faith of a Muſſu/man 
to read theſe Hiffories, becauſe they were penn'd 
by -Heathens ? Muſt we reje& all that the Pagans 
did or faid ? Why then are the Works of Plutareh 
had in ſuch Veneration by the Princes of our Law? 
I tell thee, I not only read- Plutarch, Livy, Tas 
eitus, Xenophon, Pelzphius, with many other Hifton, 
rians that were Pagans, but I improve by theic 
Writings, Such rare Examples of Virtue, ſuch 
nd; We n illuſtrious 
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iHuſtrious Patterns of Juſtice. Such ſolid Pre. 
cepts of Morality as theſe Authors abound with, 
cannot in my Opinion, hurt any Man, who de. 
ſires to ſquare his Life by the beſt Rules. 

I read alſo the Poets, whoſe Fables and Para. 
Jes, ſeem to me but to veil many excellent and 
profitable Maxims of Human Eaſe. 

The Story of the Birth of Typhon, his warring 
with Jupiter, and his final Overthrow, denotes 
the monſtrous Riſe of Factions in a State, and 
their Ruin.

The Cycleps being employ'd by Jupiter in ma- 
king Thunderbolts, and killing Æſculapius, for 
which they themſelves were afterwards ſlain by 
Adollo, intimates the Uſe which Sovereign Princes 
make of cruel, covetous and unjuſt Officers :

of Majeſty and Benignity, creating Reſpect and 
Love at the ſame time in the Beholders He was 
ſo familiar with eyery one, as if he had forgot 
himſelf, as well as he way a Stranger to Pride. 
He was a great Student in his Vouth, and made 
himſelf Maſter of Lain, French and Italian; be- 


ing alſo perfectly skill'd in Ancient and Modern 


Hiſtories. He had a Wonderful Faculty in diſco- 
vering Impoſtors; a dextrous Wit in Time of 


Danger and Difficulty, being ready at Counſel, 
and ſwift in ' Execution 3 an d as cunning at a 


Stratagem, as he was bold at an Onſet. Ile Was. 
liberaf to his Officers, aud to all Men of. Merit; 


but a ſeyere Puniſher of Diſorders in his Army.

He was not full fixty Years of Age, when he 
left this viſible World, to be new born in a Re- 
gion utterly unknown to Mortals. The French, 


not without Reaſon, lament the Loſs of a Man, 
who, to ſpeak the leaſt of him, buoy'd up the do- 


meſtick Intereſt of this Kingdom, which ſeem'd 
otherwiſe inclining to totter. He was the Ba- 
tance which pois'd the different Paſſions of the 
Court and City, by his Prudence and Juſtice, calm- 
ing both into a peaceable Mediecritix. 
He was born ſome Moons after his Father's 
Death, whom the moſt execrable Method of mur- 
dering would not fuffer to ſpin out thoſe Years 
which Nature would have indulg'd him, being 
W by Poiſon. 1 
Henry IV. ſo long as he remain d without Iſſue, 
Rx d his Eyes on this poſthumous young Prince, 
and gave him an Education fuitable to one whom 
Fate had deſign'd to be the Heir of the Crows, 
Vet afterwards Jealouſy cool'd his Affection; 
when the Prince had married Charlotte the Duke 


of Montmorency's Daughter, whom Henry IV. lo- 
ved to a Degree of Paſſion. 55 

It is dangerous to have a fovereign Prince 
one's Rival in Love, That Match had well nigh 
ruin'd the young Prince of Conde. He was for- 
eed to fly into Holland with his Princeſs, and 
Make that Province the Sanctuary of her Honour. 
From thence he travell'd through Germary, and 
return d not to France, till after the Murder of 
Hy IV. | 

During the Minority of Lewis XIII. he head- 
ed the Factions, affecting to become popular. 


Were it not this Ambition, his Life had been 
without Blemiſh, and he might have blown out 
Diogenes his Midedey Canale. But no Man is 


free 
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free from Fault. All the Difference between the 
virtuous and vicious, conſiſts in this, That one 
commits fewer Crimes than the others, and thoſe 
not by Intention or Habit, but through the inſu- 
erable Proclivity of Nature. Every Man has 
bis genial Vices, his conſfitutienal Errors; and tho? 
he may appear a Saint in all things elſe, yet in 
thefe he will ſtill be a Sinner. 
He ſuffer'd Five Years Impriſonment in the 
Baſtile, which is a Place put to the ſame Uſe, as 
the Caſtle of the ſeuen Towers in Conſtantinople. 
The Princeſs his Wife was his Companion all the 
time, and ſhared in his Misfortunes, as well as 
his Proſperit yx. | : 
During that tedious Confinement he became 
Father of a Daughter, who was afterwards mar- 
ried to the Duke of Lengueville, And when he 
was ſet at Liberty, he begot the Duke of Ex. 
Even, now Prince of Conde, and the Prince of 
The French ſpeak well of the departed Prince. 
He was of a lively Spirit, chearful and affable in 
Converfation, mixing daily Recreations with his 
ſeverer Buſineſs, regularly obſerving Order in all 
his Affairs.

Jy, he had made ſeveral Images of thoſe Animals, 
annexing to them Enchantments, and hiding them 
In obſcure Places under the Earth ; promiſing al- 
fo, That ſo long as thoſe Image, remain'd un- 
touch'd, Paris ſhould not be moleſted with an 

hurt ful Thing. This ſucceeded according to his 
Words; till at a certain time, as they were dig- 
ging up the Foundations of an old Temple, the 


Workmen found ſeveral brazen Images, ſome re- 


preſenting a Bar, ſome a Lizard, They making 
ſmall Account of thoſe magical Relique: , fold 


them to the next Braſter for a Piece of Money: 


Who being ignorant alſo of the hidden Force of 
theſe Images, melted them down for his own Uſe. 


And, ever ſince that time, the City has been

put to Death, for publiſhing it to one of his

A Man muſt 
venture to ſleep on the ſame Pillow, where per- 
haps a Leper has lain the Night before, or ſome 
Perſon infefted with a worſe. Diſeaſe. The Hf

rher at one common Table, where ſeveral Diſhes 
of Meatare ſerved up and every Man is free to 
eat what and how much he-pleaſes, paying a ſta» 
red Price for his Dinner. * BE: 
_ Thus no ſooner were we come into our Inn at 
Chaſtres, but the Rift ſaluting us after the man- 
ner of the Country, invited us to fit down, at 
the Ordinary, (for fo they call their publick Din- 
ner in an Inn) We were not ſo ſcrupulous as to 
refuſe his Offer, but follow'd him into the Cham- 
ber, where the Dinner was prepared. There 
were. many Gueſts at the Table, and all buſy in 
feeding themſelves. We took ſuch Seats as we 
found vacant, and. without much Ceremony, fell 
to eating. The Few.truſted to the Indulgence of 
Moſer, and I to that of Mabomet, for eating with 
the uncircumciſed, whoſe Meat is ſeldom free 
from the Polllutions of Blood.

- out his Tomb, where they perform'd their Devo- 
tens, as at the Sepulchre of a Propbet. They o- 
pen'd the Dormority of the defun& Warrior, and, 
with religions Solemnity, took up his Bones, ſha» 
ring the honour'd Relicks among them; and wrap- 
ping them in Silk, wore them continually at 
their Breaſts, eſteeming. them as ſacred Amulers 
againſt Misferrunes.

_ Surely our General would bluſh at an Exam- 
ple of ſo great Virtue. But perhaps he was in- 
cenſed, becauſe his Captive was a Prieſt: Mil- 
taken Zeal might prompt him to this horrid 
Butchery. Thou, who art Juſtice it felf, wilt 
not approve his bloody Paſſion, when thou con - 
fidereſt, That the Priefs of Jeſus are Men as 
well as others; and if they live in Error, the 
Fault is in their Education.

They have been, from their Infancy; prepoſleſs'd 


with a falſe Notion of the Works of 'God ; be- 
lieving them to be the Finite, both in Extent of 
Space and Zim.

and believe the ᷣ Matter it ſelf, to be but Five 
Days older than Adem, taking each of thoſe

The I/luminsted of God have always taught, 
That the Earth was inhabited long before the Ap- 


pearance 
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pearance of Adam. And all the Eaſtern Sages be. 
lieve a Serie: of Generations to have dwelt on this 


Globe, for indeterminate Ages. 


I have a Brother lately come from the Indies: 
He relates ſtrange Things of certain Books, which 
are only in the Hands of the Brachmans. They 
are written in a Language, which none underſtand 


but theſe Prieſts; yer a Language as copious as 
any other, and taught in their Colleges by Rule. 


Theſe Bzoks contain a H ftory of the World, which, 
they ſay, Is above Thirty Millions of Vears old. 
They divide the Term of its Duration into four 
Ages; three of which, they ſay, are already paſt, 
and a good part of the fonarrh. Now I would 
fain know, Who wrote theſe Books; and at what 
Time, and where this Language was ſpoken ? 
They call it the Holy Language; ſaying, That it 
was the 5 f ſpoken on Earth. It is ſtrange, That 
no Hift!y ſhould mention ſo Divine a Speech, 
We have the Chronology of the Latin and Greek ; 
and-can give an Acccount when and where they 
were ſpoken, though they are now grown obſo- 
lete and no otherwiſe to be learn'd, but in the 
Schools and Academies, This argues the Antiquity 
of the Bramins Language and Bo,, in regard 
they fall not within any other Record, ſave their 
own, which ſays, They are as old as the World. 
For if this Aſſertion were falſe, the Impoſture 
would have been diſcover'd as ſoon as broach'd. 
and the learned Sages of the Eaſt would quickly 
have diſprov'd ſo manifeſt a Lye.
